It was brought out during the dis- 
cussion that one of those present had 
recently visited the hospital at Marsh- 
field and at the time he> was there 
they' had in the Marshfield institu- 
tion some sixty patients, white the 
hospital here when filled to its cap- 
acity can only accommodate eleven.

f,d the fact that our hospital is gen- 
erally so crowded that In case fff an 
accident it is impossible 19 find room 
In the institution for tho unfortunate 
owing to it being already filled. A 
hospital is especially useful for emer- 
gency cases, but owing to the existing 
conditions it is generally impossible 
to obtain admission here. The oper- 
ating room Is also much smaller than 
is desirable even in a small institu- 
tion, making It impossible to do work 
in the manner in which it could be 
done in a place with proper equip- 
ment and plenty of room.

cost in the neighborhood of $25,000 
Of this amount, f l 0,000 is now avail- 
able, Mrs. J. D. Wlt'or having made 
provision for this sum in her will, 
and it was the hope of the association 
that the other $15,000 could be col- 
lected by popular subscription. 


Mrs. C. E. Bo'ies, treasurer of the 


association, made her report, which 
showed that there had been a deficit 
during the past yc,ar, which had been 
Laken ca.ro of by private subscrip- 
tions. 
It might be stated right here 


that there Is no idea of making a. hos- 
pital a paying institution, nor even 
self supporting. 
The experience in 


all of the cities, both large and suiaM, 
has been that such places are invaria- 
bly losing institutions. However, this 
fact need not be at all discouraging, 
as everybody that is conversant with, 
the matte:- is of the opinion that a 
hospital Is worth the price even tho 
it is necessary to donate toward its 
support each year.

How Carbon Evaporates. 


It is well known that the carbon film 


of an incandescent lamp gives off its 
substance slowly and deposits it on 
the interior of the bulb, so that before 
the "life" of the lamp is over, during 
its six hundred to eight hundred hours 
of burning, the light is often dimmed 
by this 'brown smoky deposit. Berthc- 
lot, the French chemist, who has stud- 
ied this phenomenon, nays that it Is a 
real vaporization of the carbon with 
a recondensation of the vapor on tlTo 
glass bulb. Tho deposit is amorphous,

STOCKING LORE WORTH NOTE 


Proper Fit, and Other Details, Are 


Seldom Given the Atention That 


They Deserve. 


Now that black dyes are scarce, 


women, throughout the country have 
been urged to wear whits or light- 
colored stockings 
We have been 


warned several times of the dearth 
of dyes for black stockings, but ap- 
parently the supply of black stockings 
is good and the dye seems to be as 
good as ever. Probably later in the 
season we shall feel more acutely the 
effects o£ the dye famine. 


Really there is wisdom in wearing 


white or light-colored stockings, apart 
from the reason of the dye scarcity. 
Now that shoes are worn extra high 
one can wear white or light stockings 
without having them show, and, In 
fact, so familiar have stockings other 
than black become to most folk that 
there is no reason that we shouldn't 
wear them, anyway. Light stockings, 
especially white, wear better, on ac- 
count of the absence of the chemicals 
of the dye. Besides, white stockings 
can be washed cleaner. 
If you must 


wear the cheaper sort of stockings 
there is no comparison between the 
cheap black stocking and a white 
stocking at the same price. The white 
one at the price is both more durable 
•and feels better to the skin. 


Few persons realize how important 


it is to see that stockings fit perfectly. 
It is, in fact, as important as to see 
that shoes fit well, for chiropodists say 
that many foot ills result from stock- 
ings that are too tight or from stock- 
ings that are creased and wrinkled. 
Not only must the stockings be of the 


right length, but it must also ha of 
the right width, and this can be se- 
cured only by finding a brand of stock- 
ing that is just of the right proportion, 
and then sticking to it. 


Tall women have most of their 


stocking trouble from breaking at the 
knees. Recently, however, a progres- 
sive manufacturer put extra length 
stockings on the market for the tall 
woman. But when these special hose 
cannot be bought, the regular sort can 
be lengthened by sewing a strip ol

Proper Fit, and Other Details, Are 


Seldom Given the Atention That 


They Deserve. 


Now that black dyes are scarce, 


women, throughout tho country have 
been urged to wear whits or light- 
colored stockings. 
We have 
been 


warned several times of the dearth 
of dyes for black stockings, but ap- 
parently the supply of black stockings 
is good and the dye seems to be as 
good as ever. Probably later in the 
season wo shall feel more acutely the 
effects of the dye famine. 


Really there is wisdom in wearing 


white or light-colored stockings, apart 
from the reason of the dye scarcity. 
Now that shoes are worn extra high 
one can wear white or light stockings 
without having them show, and, in 
fact, so familiar have stockings other 
than black become to most folk that 
there is no reason that we shouldn't 
wear them, anyway. Light stockings, 
especially white, wear better, on ac- 
count of the absence of the chemicals 
of the dye. Besides, white stockings 
can be washed cleaner. If you must 
wear the cheaper sort of stockings 
there is no comparison between the 
cheap black stocking and a 
white 


stocking at the same price. The white 
one at the price is both more durable 
•and feels better to the skin. 


Few persons realiz.6 how important 


it is to see that stockings fit perfectly. 
It is, in fact, as important as to see 
that shoes fit well, for chiropodists say 
that many foot ills result from stock- 
Ings that are too tight or from stock- 
ings that are creased and wrinkled. 
Not only must the stockings be of the 


right length, but it must also be of 
the right width, and this can bu se- 
cured only by finding a brand of slock- 
ing that is just of the right proportion, 
and then sticking to it.

He was 
the first to volunteer his services 
when Madden said he wanted vol- 
unteers, and under his own admis- 
sions shot Myra Dietz in the back, 
without any warning and while'they 
were driving to Winter on a peaceful 
mission. 


John Dietz is still serving a term 


in Waupun, but will soon enjoy his 
liberty. The Press has always main- 
tained that Mr. Dietz was a persecu- 
ted man, and when you see men like 
Thorbahn boasting of what they did, 
and making war on children, it is 
enough to raise the question of who 
is right and who is wrong in this 
matter. 
Dietz erred in taking the 


law into his own hands, but remem- 
ber that lie was a target for persecu- 
tions at the hands of (ho loging com- 
pany and their hir'lings. 


Who can tell but what the man 


behind the bars has suffered less than 
Thorbahn, who has been reminded 
constantly of the part he played in 
placing John F. Dietz in the elate 
prison at Waupun.

In Sep 
ember she announced liners would 
ot thereafter bo sunk in tho zone 
bout tho British Isles unless they re 
isted or attempted to escape, and ip 
anuary she applied this same prin 
iplo co all merchantmen plying in the 
Mediterranean. 


Now she has been brought to the 


point not of making a formal dis 
ivowal or of using the word "illegal' 
n describing tho act of the subma 
ine officer, but of admitting her llabil 
ty for the loss of neutral life because 
f the policy of retaliation which she 
lursucd. 


This admission is satisfactory to the

Is 


that your veidict?" 


As Foreman Clark answered, "It is," 


Mrs. Mohr sobbed and collapsed in her 
:hair. 


"Elizabeth F. Mohr hereby is dis- 


charged from this indictment." 


Dr. Charles F. Mohr was shot and 


killed and Emily Burger seriously in- 
jured as they sat in a stalled automo- 


e on Washington Park road on the 


night of August 31, 1915. 
George 


Healis, the negro chauffeur, apparent- 
ly was endeavoring to repair the en- 
gine. 


On September 2 Healis was arrest- 


ed. Later Drown and Spellman were 
arrested when stories were told of two 
negroes having been seen fleeing from 
the scene of the crime on a motor 
cycle. A lew days later they made a 
confession. They declared they were 
hired by Mrs. Mohr to kill the doc- 
tor and Miss Burger.

from which he was descended, and it was finally 
agreed by genealogists that the Washingtons ot 
Sulgrave and Brighton did actually spring from 
the Washingtons in Warton, Lancashire, a place on 
the Westmoreland border. 


Several generations of Washingtons of Warton 


are recorded, and one of these was the father of 
Laurence Washington, mayor of Northampton in 
1532 and 1545. He seems to have taken up I B 
residence at Sulgrave, though members of his 
family continued to remain at Warton for several 
generations. This Laurence Washington had for 
mother the daughter of Robert Kytson of Hen- 
crave in Suffolk.

considerable importance in their history, because 
it brought them into connection with the Spen- 
cers of Althrop and Wormleightdn, through the

geometrical network 
of canals on 


Mars has received a lasting and un- 
answerable confutation."

iadl had the advantage of using on 
Mars the great Meudon refractor, the 
most powerful telescope in the Old 
•World. 
In- working with smaller in- 


struments he himself had, like other 
observers, obtained frequent glimpses 
of narrow, straight lines, but in the 
Meudon, Instrument these lines were 
seen only when the definition was 
bad and the image of the planet "flar- 
ing." 
With good seeing, a complex 


natural structure of the so-called "COD 
tinenta!" regions of the planet was re 
vealed. a variety of Irregular band

is surmounted hy a shield containing tbe "Wash- 
ington coat of arms, which three centuries havo 
somewhat robbed of its original sharpness, but 
which is still unmistakable. 


What a fortune had that shield oC a private 


English gentleman;;—to become the most notable 
blazon of all the world!

this little obscure stone coat of arms in a se- 
cluded Northamptonshire village should be the 
original of so much—should stilT he extant.

Strange to think of the contrast between the tor- 
pid and monotonous rustic life surrounding It for 
so many generations with tho rush and roar of 
existence in our great republic. 


There is very little doubt that the three stars 


and the three stripes furnished the idea for the 
American flag-. , In the flag, as in. the original, the 
stars signify divine influence guiding the bearer 
in the right way, while the bars denote one who 
sets the bar of conscience and religion against 
wicked temptations and evil desires. The colors, 
red and white, seem to follow also; the red mean- 
ing military 
bravery and fortitude; tho white 


peace and sincerity.

The 
operators are required to pay three 
dollars while the makers are only 
taxed $1.00. It is plain that the in- 
tention of the new law is to bring 
about better conditions in the dairy- 
ing industry by creating more effi- 
cient regulation. 
There seems to 


be no other recourse for the butter 
maker or cheese maker to pursue. 
He must comply with the provision 
of the law and keep^his place clean 
and sanitary or his' license will be 
revoked and he, will be out of a job. 
It is expected that this phase of the 
problem will be a sufficient stimulent 
to all not to take any chances.
